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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments and Amendment 

Applicant's arguments, see amendment after final, filed 10/1 1/2005, with respect to 
Office Action mailed 08/31/2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-21,28,31-36 and 38 has been withdrawn. Applicant in the prior amendment canceled 
claims 26,36 and 37. Applicant amended claims 1 and 10. Claims 22-27,29,30,37 and 40 were 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were indicated as allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims in the Office Action mailed 03/29/2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25,27-35 and 38-46 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Amended claim 1 has 
a headlight housing adapted to be mounted on a vehicle, vehicle rides on ground, headlight 
housing comprising front section adapted to emit light, top surface of substantially constant 
width extending aft of top edge of front section to back surface of headlight housing, top surface 
is adapted to be oriented substantially parallel with ground surface when headlight housing is 
mounted upon vehicle in illuminating position and bottom surface of substantially constant width 
extending aft of a bottom edge of front section, bottom surface approaches top surface as top and 
bottom surfaces extend aft to taper a height of headlight housing in an aft direction. 

The above combination of limitations is not disclosed or taught in the art of record. 
Claims 2-9 depend from claim 1, add further limitations and are allowable for same reasons. 
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Amended claim 10 has a headlight housing for mounting on a vehicle adapted to ride on ground, 
headlight housing comprising front section adapted to emit light, substantially planar top surface 
extending aft of top edge of front section to back surface of headlight housing, top surface is 
substantially perpendicular to plane containing front section and bottom surface extending aft of 
bottom edge of front section, the bottom surface located at acute angle relative to top surface. 
The above combination of limitations is not disclosed or taught in the art of record. 
Claims 1 1-16 depend from claim 10, add further limitations and are allowable for same reasons. 
Amended claim 17 has a headlight housing adapted to be mounted on a vehicle, vehicle rides on 
ground, headlight housing comprising front section adapted to emit light, top surface of 
substantially constant width extending aft of top edge of front section to back surface of 
headlight housing, top surface is adapted to be oriented substantially parallel with ground surface 
when headlight housing is mounted upon vehicle in illuminating position and bottom surface of 
substantially constant width, bottom surface bowed inward and extending aft of bottom edge of 
front section, bottom surface is inclined relative to ground surface at average angle of 10 degrees 
or more such that bottom surface approaches top surface as top and bottom surfaces extend aft to 
taper a height of headlight housinf in aft direction. 

The above combination of limitations is not disclosed or taught in the art of record. 
Amended independent claim 18 has similar limitations as claim 17 and adds that ratio between a 
gap disposed between outer surface of headlight housing and outer surface of finder relative to 
an opening disposed between outer surface of headlight housing and bottom leading edge is 
between 1:1 and 1:7. 

The above combination of limitations is not disclosed or taught in the art of record. 
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Claims 19-25 and 27 depend from claim 18, add further limitations and are allowable for same 
reasons. 

Amended claim 28, is the method of positioning a headlight housing using article limitations of 
claims 17 and 18 and is allowable for the same reasons. 

Claims 29-35 and 38-40 depend from claim 28, add further limitations and are allowable for 
same reasons. 

New claims 41-46 are claims 22,24,25,27,29 and 40 rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim as indicated as allowable in the Office Action mailed 3/29/05.
